T would be happy with the World, ( ſays Plato) 
were Kings Philoſophers, or Philoſophers Kings ; 

Their Wiſdom inſtrudting them in all the Me- 
thods of Peace, and. their Tempers more than 

| inclining them to the praQtice of thews. But 
we have a more ſure word of Prophecy to give heed 


fo, and a greater than Plato tells us, that Righteonſ* pro.r4.34. 


neſs exalteth a Nation. When it goeth well with the 


righteous, the City rejoyces; and by the Bleſſing of the & 11, 11. 


wpright the City is exalted. But it is one of the grea-« 
teſt plagues can befal a People , or a Body-politick, 
when Children are given to be their Princes, and Babes 
ſhall rule over them; and that not. ſo much in Age, as 
Underſtanding : And yet that defe& would not beſo 
miſchievous neither , if they had honeſt hearts, and 
that it were a joy to them, as juſt, to do Judgment. 
And this refers not ſo much to Kings as Spree, as 
to thoſe that are in Authority under them. And 
happy would it have been for this Kingdom, if the 
Righteouſneſs eſtabliſhed by its Laws had been the 
meaſures of ſubordinate Magiſtrates proceedings z and 
that it. had been a Joy to them, as juſt both to God 
and their King, to have done Judgment. In accoun- - 
ting for the words, which is the Wiſeman's Dodttinal 
remark, I ſhall undertake to ſhew theſe following 


Truths 3

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Firſt. That an Habitual Righteouſneſs, or Juſtice of 
Minde, fits a man for Government, or doing Judge. 
ment, if call'd'fo it aa Mayiſtrate. , . 

Secondly. That the People rejoyce in the Admini. 
ſtrations of ſuch men, thus qualified, to whom it is a 
joy to do Judgment, 

' Thirdly. We are to conſider . the Satisfation the 
Juſt man, or Magiſtrate,. hath in doing Judgment. 


It is @ Joy to the Fuill-to do Judgment. 


Ia accounting for the firſt, I ſay, That the Hol 
and Righteous God is the great Rector of the World: 
He is King of Kings, and Lord of Lords; and becauſe 
He is Holy and Righteous, all things are diſpenſed in 
Number, Weight and Meaſure, And tho there 
are ſome Intrigues in his Providence, and Arcera's of 
Kingdom, which we cannot fathom or comprehend, For 
his Judgments, or procedures, are pait finding ont ; yet 
every thing is ordered | 7) Evalu 74 31)tugnrO-] ac 
cording to the Council of his Will, which is not arbi- 
trary,, but according to his own Wiſdome, Juſtice and 
Goodneſs, And as the Kingly Prophet declares God 
zo be Judge; fo the Father of the faithful aſſures, that 
the Tndge of all the Earth will do right. Tis he a- 
lone-that by his Power and Wiſdome prevents and 
defeats many of thoſe Deſigns of Miſchief, that evil 
Spirits or evil men would plague the world withal. 

And as 'tis He that ſometimes turns the hearts of 
Princes, [ which are in his hands} as the Rivers of 
waters 3 ſo it is he that ſills the raging of the people, 
and brings to light the hidden works of darkneſs. 
And what no eye can ſee, but the A/l-ſeeing One, he 


expoſcth to open view, 
Thoſe 
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Thoſe Malefators which come nat under the Co- 


ifance of humane Judicatures,He brings forth to the 
= And we know by Experience, that the Treg/or 
ſome time fince diretted againſt the Lord's Agginted, 
and the murderous Hoſtilities of others. committed a- 
gainſt their Brethren, hath Þþcen by a wonderful Pro- 
_—_ detected, even to the altogiſhment of the 
world. 

In theſe and the like other inſtances, God maybe 
faid to execute his Vengeance, and declare that he hir- 
ſelf is. Judge: And by ſuch extraordinary proceedings 
convince the world of that excellent Saying of the 


Plalmiſt , Except the Lord keep the City, the Watch- Pal rey;r. 


wan waketh but in vain. Wet 
Neither hath he given us ,proofs.only of his (Go- 
verning the World, in remarkable ' Examples of his 
Panitive Juſticez but in the expreſſions of his Grace 
and Mercy towards thoſe that love and fear him: by 
rewarding their Virtue, in advancing their Perſans ; 
by making them conſpicuous and great in the world, 
glorious in mens eyes, as well as gracious in his. 
And becauſe he is Righteous, he pleads the Cauſe 
of the Fatherleſs and of the Widow, and hears their 
Prayers when they cry unto him, and avengeth the 


.wrong done untothem, when others concera d,either 


would not, or could not. And ever when it conſiſts 
with the innocent and injured's real advantage,(which 
God knows beſt) he delivers them out of all their 
troubles. So that, though he zxeſerve many things 
for the determination. of the great Day. of Retribu-

latives. And therefore the Hypotheſis 'of Hobbes and 
Calvin, are as abſurd as miſchievous, in making 
Kings and Magiſtrates the creatures of the People, 
Juſtin the Heathen tells tis, Principio'rerum Genting 
Nationumque Imperium penes Reges erat : That in the 
beginning of time the Government of the World, in 
all the Kingdoms of it , was managed by Kings and 
Monarchs. | 

I fay,both profane and Scripture-Hiftory aſſure us, 
that - Kingly Government was the firſt Eſtabliſh- 
ment. And though the Moſaical Government be 
urged as a refutation. of this propoſal, yet it is re- 
joyned , that that was a Theocraſiez nay and as hu- 
mane it was Monarchical too, for Moſes is ſaid to be 
King in Jeſurun. And it is evident from Joſephw 
and the Machabeer, and other Writers, that when 


' that people fell under the Government of a Sanhe- 

* drime, that is, a Presbytery, they ſoon fell into- ruine, 
--and became-not a people. But not to animadvert 
. upon their Misfortunes, nor to make that an Argu- 
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| ment of the Juſtice or Injuſtice of any particular 


Polity 3 It is very clear from the Records of the firſt 
Times, that the Goverament of a Commonwealth is 
but an Apoſtacy from (if not a Rebellion agatnſt) the 
firſt Model. And as Chriſt ſaid of Polygamy, that 
from the beginning it was not ſo ; the like may we 
affirm of the whoredom of Republicks, And as the 
one was but permitted the Jews, ſo the other at this 
day is but permitted of God, for the hardneſs of mens 
hearts. 

Having thus by the way adjuſted the Right of Mo- 
narchical Government, and withal ſhewed you, that 
that Government, more than any, is from God; and 
that perſons entruſted with it, bear his Authority, and 
as they are his Vicegerents, they are to do his work, 
and to perſonate a Righteous God 3 which Righte- 
ouſneſs they are to diſplay ia the viadication of Gods 
Honour, ia the defence of Gods Laws, in the pro- 
tetion of Gods people, in the puniſhment of Gods 
enemies ; and this mult be done with reſpect to God 
as the chief Judge, to the common good as the ſub- 
ordinate end, and that for the diſcharge of their own 
Conſciences, as they will give an account of their 
Stewardſhip at the great Day of Judgment. So like- 
wiſe Under-Magiltrates are the Kings Vicegerents, and 
their Righteouſneſs conſiſts in 2h3s ; not only in being 
true to their God, but faithful to their King : In pre- 
ſerving his Prerogatives, in defending his Perſon, ia 
promoting his Honour, in executing his Laws, and 
every way in their places ſecuring the preſent Eſta- 
bliſhment. Which brings me to the Second Particu- 
lar general, 

Secondly. The peoples Security and Satisfaction in 
ſuch Governours, or Rulers : They will do Judgment, 


and therefore all Good and Loyal men. will blets ur 
for 


— 
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for ſuch a Prince, and ſuch Magiſtrates ; becauſe they 
are at once aſſured of God's proteCtion, and their 
King's, and thoſe that are employ'd and authoris'd by 
both : now (if ever) ſhall they lead their lives in all 
Godlineſs, Peaceableneſs, and Honeſty, Bleſſed cer- 
tainly are the people that are in ſucha caſe! For as 
Children are often bleſſed for the Picty of their Pa- 
rents , and according to God's own promiſe it is to 
deſcend to many generations: So for the ſake of Da- 
vid, a Prince and Ruler after God's own heart, Judah 
ſhall be bleſſed. And though indeed for his fins the 
Land did mourn , yet upon his Repentance they and 
he were reſtored to God's favour, And why may I 
not make this Remark [ by the way, that for the ſake 
of our late Engliſh David, for the Piety and Con- 

| Rancy of Charles the Firſt, the Defender of the Faith, 
yea of that Faith once \delivered to the Saints, and 
that even to the Death, God in mercy remembred the 
ſinful People of this Land, and knock'd off thoſe 
Chains we enthrall'd our ſelves in; and brought us 
out of the Land of Egypt, out of the houſe of Bon- 
dage, and diſabled our many Pharaohs and their Hoſts 
from making us a continued prey ? 

Why may we not impute the Bleſſings we now en- 
Joy in the many years of our now lawful Prince, and 
thoſe to the Prayers and Fiety of that Glorious Mar- 
tyr, whoſe Memory ought to be dear and precious to 
us 2 And would to God that all the Subordinate Ma- 
giſtrates of this Realm, who hold their Power by 
Patent-Royal, would defend the ſame Faith, as he 
and his Succeſſour do, and worſhip God faithfully in 
the ſame way , and plead for, and Chriſtianly and 
courageoully appear for that Righteouſneſs which is 
eſtabliſhed by a Law : then might we the people of 

If. 48.13. this Realm confidently hope , that our Peace ſhould 


be 
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be 4s 4 River, and our Righteouſneſs as the waves of 
the Sea. | 

For this ſatisfation would farther inſue, (that the 
Inhabitants of the Land, and every diſtinct Corpo- 
ration, and every Member of the ſame) that they 
might fit peaceably under their own Vines, and eat 
the Fruit of their Labours. And that ſatisfation ſhall 
ariſe not only from God's promiſe given to a-people 


ſo* governed , but from the confidence we ſhall have *1-19- 


in ſuch Governours : For they that will not at con- 
trary to God's Law, nor to Mzgna Charts, that will - 


- not be impoſed upon againſt the Law of the Nati- 


on, and the Religion eſtabliſh'd by Law, they will be 
a terrour to Evil-doers, and a praiſe to them that do 
well, And when we are thus guarded by God's 
Bleſſing and the Magiſtrates Power, a wall of Braſs 
or of Fire cannot be more our Security, than this 
double Bulwark of Defence, | 

Beſides this Security , and iz it, this ſatisfaction 
from ſuch juſt Rulers would ariſe, that the Hypo- 
crites in $ioz would tremble, and be afraid. The 
reſolved and exemplary Loyalty both to God and the 
King, in ſuch men, would awe the moſt impudent 
and daring Delinquents into a ineakineſs of temper, 
and into an external, tho not a real compliance, The 
ſame Bravery and Goodneſs of Minde in a private 
perſon , we by experience finde, puts oftentimes a 
check upon the moſt difſolute and diſafiected. Na- 
ked and unarmed Virtue is too powerful for the 
powers of Darkneſs, and a little light will diſpel 
the ſhades below. But when the Righteouſneſs of 
the righteou3 breaks forth as the light, and ſhineth 
more and more unto perfect day, then will the Sin- 
ners of the night, or of the day, either hide their 


heads, or themſelves, for ſhame, If now theſe lefler 
Luminarics 


J 
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Luminaries are ſo dazling and powerful , how much 
more the Sun and Moon 1n the Firmameat ? for fo the 
Scripture Emblematically denotes Magiltrates to be. 
Whea you Magiltrates diſplay the rays of Righteouſ- 
neſs, you will not only diſcover all the corners of 
naſtineſs, but purge them too. Fattious and ſedi- 
tious Sinners would ſhun the light of your preſence, 
and dread your perſons, and would not dare to bla. 
ſptieme God and the King 3 there would be neither 
railing nor reviling in our ſtreets, at leaſt not againſt 
the Lord's Anointed, 

1 Tim.1. The Apoſtle tclls us, The Law #5 not made for the 

9, 19% righteous man, but for the lawleſs and diſabedient, for 
the ungodly and ſinners; and amongſt the reſt that he 
inſtances in, theſe are ſome; ſor Murderers of Fathers, 
for Manſlayers , for Menſtealers, for Liars, for per- 
jured perſons; aud if there be any thing that is con- 
trary to ſound DoGrine. And nothing can be more 
ſo, now adays, than binding Kings in chains, and 
Nobles in fetters of iron. Nothing can more ſubvert 
the Law of the Spirit of Life and of the Land, than 
thoſe Principles which the Papiſts and our Diſlenters 
at this day inſiſt upon. And therefore wonld but 
our inferiour Magiſtrates be true to God and the King, 
to the Law of the Goſpel, and to that Righteouſneſs 
as now eltzbliſhed by Law, we need not yet fear the 
Sons of Corb, nor all the Machinations or Deſigns of 
the Conventicle, or - uy Conclave. But for this I 
(hall farther account for, under the Applicatory part 
of this Sermon. And ſo I paſs to my laſt Conſidera- 
tion, which 1s, 

Thirdly. The fatisfaftion the Juſt-man hath in do- 
ing Judgment. 7 is a joy to the juſt to do Judgment. 
And herein Magiltrates with other juſt men are con- 
cerned, and what is a comfort to one, is to either, 


the 
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the teſtimonie of their Conſciences , that ia Simpli- 
city, and Godly Sincerity, not with fleſhly Wiſdome, 
but by. the Grace of Godthey have managed the Af- 
firs of Civil Governmeat 1a the world; to allude to 
the Apoltle's expreſſion. For nothing more refreſhes 
the Minde , than a reflex upon its own Innocency ; 
nor any ; thing affords more ſolid peace and pleaſure, 
than 2 good Conſcience kept void of offence both 
towards God and man. The juſt Steward can look 
back upon his Diſburſements , and upon his many 
and great employs and dealings with men, with a 
calm and a chearful minde : For he is ready to give 
up_ his his Account with Joy. Such Juſt Men they 
have confidence God-ward , and becauſe they have 
been faithful both to him and to their Office, they 
will be able to hold up their heads ia the day of 
Judgment. 

Samuel, you know, he was not only a Prophet, but 
a Judge in J1ſrael; and tho a wanton and licentious 
people were uneaſie under his Preſidency, and would 
not be ſatisfied with his management of Afﬀairs, but 
ſought by multitude and murmur to diſcharge him 
from his Goverament z yet this is his comfort, that as 
a juſt 'man he had done Judgment ; and for this he 
hath not only the teſtimony of his Conſcience, but he

{ubverGon of Government, and the preſent Eſtabliſh- 
ment > Thus in a triumphant manner he deſcends the 
place of Judicature, and gn his Office, and __ 


ſe Ox have 1 taken? or whom ® 
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fies both the People and his own Conſcience. This 
was that which comforted and buoy'd up the Spirit 
of Job under his ſore AfﬀiQions z and you know he 
was a great man in the Eaſt , and had others'nnder 
his Condut and Government, as you may colle& from 
Job 31.21. | | 

It is poſlible that thoſe that have ſate on high, may 
be brought to fit iv the duſt, and that thoſe that 
have judged othets, may fall into condemnation : But 
ſuch a reflex as this; that they have done Judgment, 
will renew their Joy even in the day of Sorrow, 

Theſe words, It is 4 Joy to the Juit to do Judgment, 
have theſe various Paraphraſes: that is, Juſt men do 
Judgment as #heir work; and that not an uneaſie 
but as a labour of Love, and an office of Kindneſs and 
Charity to a diſtreſſed world. And 'tis their joy ts 
do Judgment, implying, that it would be a pain and 
torment to them to do otherwiſe z and it is the yery 
comfort of their Office, as well as the Duty of it, to 
do- Judgment, 

And now, Sirs, you that are to judge others, will 
do well to paſs Judgment upon your ſelves, that the

you, But in the Application of this Diſcourſe, I ſhall 
addreſs my ſelf to all my Auditory, as being as much 
concerned in the ſubſequent part, as you to whom 
have particularly ſpoken. Beloved,it is granted by al, 

Firſt, That x &. are to be eſteemed only juſt men, 
that -a&t up, or according to #hezir Principles ; that i, 
to thoſe meafures, which they are convinced are Cx 
nons, or Rules, by which they are to ſquare their 
ations, St. Pay! had the teſtimony of his Conſcience, 
that he had been an honeſt and juſt man, that he wa 
always true to that way, in which he thought Rigt- 
teouſneſs way to be advanced, When he was a Pha- 


riſce 
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tiſee he did as a. Phariſee, the righteouſneſs of a Phari- 
ſee he purſued, and would eſtabliſh. And hence itis, 
that he declares for his own Juſtification, I have lived 
in all good Conſcience, even unto this day ; that is, he 
had ated according to his Convittions, he was ſincere 
in his way;z he was not ſo much a Fool or a Knave, 
zsto betray his Cauſe, or abuſe his ther Gonſcience, 
by any baſe compliance, in contradiQion to his Prin- 
ciples and Profeſſion, And when afterward he had 
been bleſſed with a new Light, and a better Rule of 
Righteouſneſs than that of the Scribes and Phariſees, 
he1s as faithful and conſtant as ever he was before, 

. Sequaciouſneſs is always a ſign of a weak or a wic- 
ked minde; they are Children 1a Underſtanding, that 
ze toſſed to and fro with every wind of Dodtri 
And they that will meddle with thoſe that are given) 
to change, have bad heads and worſe hearts A man 
cannot more plainly proclaim himſelf a Wretch and a 
Traitor , than to fide with thoſe that he knows are 
Enemies to his Trxth, and would by all or any means 
ſubvert it. Judas is not ſo much branded for his Co- 
wardiſe and his Covetouſneſs , as for the Villany of 
betraying his Maſter and his Ganſe. o_— 
And now, my Brethren, 'I appeal to your own Con- 
ſciences, Do you not believe that we are happy and 
bleſſed in the Government of a great and a gracious 
Prince > Are not the Laws of this Land, under which 
we live, not only juſt, but good? Are we not happy, 
and may be fo. under the preſent Eſtabliſhment both 
ia Church and State, .as now ſettled by Law 2 What 
Priviledge can the Subject either reaſonably deſire, or 
enjoy , than what he hath? Whatas a Chriſtian, or 
Member of a Chriſtian Society, can any man as much 


| as wiſh for , that he is not bleſt with 1n the Gommu-

It 1s a baſe and diſingenuong 
afteftation, to glory in that new-form'd Nickname, & 
Linſie-wolſie man ; which is ſuch an one whom Chriſt 
ſays, He will ſpew ont of his month; and really he de- 
ſerves to be hated and deſerted by all that pretend to 
any Principle of Honeſty. Theſe Moderate Men (as 
ſometimes they call themſelves) are the Foes of our 
own Houſhold ; they afſoon as any would give ug 
up as a prey into the hands of our Enemies. All heads, 
and hearts, and hands, I am afraid, are now on'work 
to pluck up and pull down, even that Vineyard 
which God hath planted , and that Houſe which he 
owns as his Houſe of Prayer. And now, if ever, 
ought we to ſtand in the gap, to ſhow our ſelves true 
and ſincere Proteſtants , and that not only in decla- 
ring agaialt the Conclave, but the Converticle and the 
Claſſir. Theſe are the Vermin and the Vipers that 
would eat through their Mothers Belly. And being 
for theſe many years warm'd by the benign Influetice 
and Government of a Gracious Prince, begin now to 
hiſs, and mofe than to ſhew their Sting. - Ah Lord! 
If we have any love for God or our Country, for 
Church or State, let us not unconternedly look on, 
and ſee both running into Rutne, without giving a 
helping hand to prevent ſuch a deſolation.
